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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Although the prior art is replete with teachings of a PTC element module of a pre- 
heater for vehicles, the prior art does not teach to one of ordinary skill in the art, and in 
combination with the other limitations of the independent claims, a PTC element 
comprising a positive terminal composed of two sheets, an upper sheet of which has a 
fastening hole and upward bended ribs formed at opposite edges of the fastening hole, 
a ring shaped insert insulator inserted between ribs, a ptc element inserted into an 
inside of the insert insulator, a bottom surface of which is in contact with a lower sheet 
of the positive terminal. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an non- 
obvious improvement over the inventions patented in Pat. Nos. 6472645, 5256857, 
5854471 and 5562844. The improvement comprises a positive terminal composed of 
two sheets, an upper sheet of which has a fastening hole and upward bended ribs 
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formed at opposite edges of the fastening hole, a ring shaped insert insulator inserted 
between ribs. Listed prior art discloses separate insulator with hole to hold PTC 
element. In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art to eliminate insulator with hole and replacing it a positive terminal 
composed of two sheets, an upper sheet of which has a fastening hole and upward 
bended ribs formed at opposite edges of the fastening hole, a ring shaped insert 
insulator inserted between ribs.
